a living for aged John Barker, one
armed musician, who often plays at tha
southeast corner of Thirteenth and Market
streets; under the shadow of the north-we- st

comer of the City Hall.
Frequently the player's unusual appear-

ance and his exceptional technical powers
charm Into stopping the many couples who
pass that way. either going for or returni-
ng- with the legal document which entitles
them to wed.

The ecstasy born of contemplating the
event so important In thfir lives, loosens
many a bridegroom's pocket book to an un-

wonted degree. Whether out of a desire to
seem generous in the ees of his bride-to-b- e,

in the eyes of John Barker and all other
obsirvers. a goodly proportion of these
prospective bridegrooms make handsome
donations. Not unusual is ft for a shining
round dollar to bo plumped Into the cigar
box. which unostentatiously reposes beside
the violinist. Occasionally, also, a crisp
greenback, with a 2 or even a S for a
numeral, is slipped into this box.

John Barker Is not a beggar, for he gives
a return music for tho rnpney he receives.

Thus prohibited from engaging
in his business he was forced to depend up-

The explosion which took off his right
hand Injured his eyes, and his sight Is
greatly Impaired. His eyes cannot stand
the glare of sunlight or of brilliant arti
ficial light, and for that reason he wears
dark glasses continually when he is out up-

on the street. With these he can see suf-
ficiently to make his way about unaided.

PROPOSED BY CITY COUNCIL.

Supervisors for Street Railways
Provided in Measure Introduced

Joint District Sewer Bills
Reported Favorably.

Three Important bills proposing new laws
for the management, operation and licens-
ing of street cars were sent to engrossment
yesterday in the City Council. The meeting
was one of the longest and busiest of the
session. lasting from 11 o'clock In the morn-
ing until 1:30 in the afternoon.

The bill providing for enactment of a gen-
eral law governing the operation of street
cars was considered in the committee of the
whole, the amendments submitted bv the
Committee on Railroads being discussed
cne by one. Many of the amendments were
modified, but the bill as sent to engross-
ment Is essentially the same as was re-

ported by the committee.
The following schedules are provided for:

Central district. I a. m. to S a. m. and
420 to 6:33 p. m.. distance not to exceed
three minutes between cars, except on hoy-day- s,

when distance may be four minutes;
8:30 a. m. to 4:3) p. m.. six minutes;
p. m. to midnight, five minutes; midnight
to 5.30 a. m.. one hour. Outer district, uJSO

to 830 a. m. and 50 to 7 p. m. scv en m
SaO a. ni. to 530 p. m., and 7 p. m.

to midnight, seven minutes.
May Change Schedule.

At any time this schedule may be changed
by tho Mayor, the President of the City
Council and the Street Railway Superv Lor,
or a majority of them. A majority of them
may al30 revoke a new schedule. The otner
amendments which were recently explained
In The Republic were approved. The com-
panies must comply with the new law with-
in nicety days after the bill Is signed oy
the Mayor.

The section excepting lines that run be-

yond the city limits, without transferring,
from the schedule prov-slon- was stricken
out at the suggestion of President Horniy,
and the law will apply to all compa..! s.
and brunches. When unnroacninr eiMine- -
houses cars must go at a speed not to ex-
ceed six miles an hour. On roads where
there are no street lights car must have
red lanterns on the rear platforms
